Confraternity Of Christian Doctrine 


On September 19 throughout the Diocese of Brooklyn 
was observed “The Feast of Christian Doctrine” in keeping 
with a recommendation made on January 12, 1935, by the 
sacred Congregation of the Council which reads in part as 
follows: 


“In order that the mind of the Christian people may be 
directed to religious instruction, let a Catechetical Day be 
established in each parish, if this has not already been done. 
On this day let a celebration of Christian Doctrine be held 
with as much solemnity as possible. On this occasion: 


“(a) the faithful shall be called together in the parish 
church, and, having received the Holy Eucharist, shall pray 
40 obtain greater fruit of divine teaching; 


“(b) a special sermon shall be preached to the people 
on the necessity of catechetical instruction, in which parents 
shall be warned that they should give this education to their 
children and send them to the parochial catechism classes, 


-remembering the divine command: ‘And these words which 


I command thee this day, shall be in thy heart, and thou 
shalt tell them to thy children’ (Deut. VI, 6, 7); 


“(c) books, pamphlets, leaflets and other things of 
this kind suitable for the purpose shall be distributed among 
the people; 


“(d) a collection shall be made for the promotion of 
catechetical work.” 


In the various parishes of the Diocese the directives of 
this decree will be fulfilled. 


Only a few weeks ago Pope Pius XII reminded all par- 
ents that their most solemn duty to their children is to see 
that they are instructed in their most precious heritage, their 
faith. He said to a large gathering: 


“What true lover of Christ can contemplate with indif- 
ference the several million Catholic children being trained in 
schools from which all religious instruction is excluded? Will 
not each and every one feel the spur of holy zeal and Chris- 
tian charity to provide for these unfortunate members of the 


growing generation the most important element of true edu- 
cation?” 


The Confraternity of Christian. Doctrine, organized te 
give religious instruction to Catholics attending public 
schools, is a particularly efficient instrument for the realiza- 
tion of that objective of religious instruction.

Managua, Nicaragua —(NC)— 
Two bills are before the Nicara- 
guan Chamber of Deputies, both in- 
tended to stem the spread of Marx- 
ism in this country. 

The legislator who introduced 
them, Dr. Rafael Paniagua Rivas, 
said in a statement that he did not 
expect a couple of ‘new laws to 
“stop the inexorable march of ma- 
terialistic communism,” but hoped 
they would serve to prevent any 
large-scale: Red incursion into the 
nation’s militia or labor forces. 

One bill would list as traitors 
any person advocating doctrines 
which deny the concept of country, 
or any person belonging to inter- 
national communistic or totalitar 
lan groups. Any organization seek- 
ing by violence to overthrow the

A natural cofollary of the campaign to exclude God and religion 
from American life has been the deliberate exploitation of the public- 
school system at the expense of the private, religious achool. The 
public school system, from kindergarten to university, is said to be the 
backbone of democracy, and one of America’s chief hopes for the 
future. 


Indirect Attack On The Religious School 


Skilfully the impression is given that the public school system was 
establishea by the founding fathérs in 1776, with the Declaration of 
Independence; that all great Americans worth mentioning have been 
products of the public school system; that the philosophy of Ameri- 
canism in its pristine vitality and beauty is preserved and communicated 
chiefly in the public schools; that in the public schools young men and 
women are taught to look with singular respect to the American flag, 
to sing the patriotic songs, and to risk their, lives in time of national 
danger with special abandon; that, in othe® words, the public school 
system is the exclusive and necessary melting pot of the races and

What If Catholic 
Schools Were Closed! 


Financially, the Catholic school 
system takes a tremendous bur- 
den off the budget of the public 
school system. Several billions of 
dollars are invested in the Cath- 
olic schoois, and, as I have said, 
$400,000,000 is spent annually for 
their operation. Just what does 
this relief mean? Consider for a 
moment the effect if Cardinal 
Stritch in Chicago and Cardinal 
Spellman in New York would re- 
gretfully inform the schools boards 
in those cities that all Catholic 
schools in the areas would be shut 
down, and that henceforth the Cath- 
olic children of school age would be 
turned over to the public school sys- 
tem. To accommodate them hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars would 
have to be spent in buildings, 
hundreds of teachers would have to 
be inducted into the public school 
system, or else the public schools 
would fail to accommodate the sons 
and daughters of Catholic taxpay- 
ers, If this action were taken by 
all the bishops of the country, the 
result would be chaos, 

With this thought in mind, I al- 
ways smile at the reluctance of 
some in this country to give free 
text books or rides in school buses 
to Catholic boys and Girls. Justice 
demands that Catholics be freed 
from double taxation, or that they 
receive some consideration for the 
funds they pour in as taxes to sup- 
port public education. Against this

And Repentance

They be- 
lieved, practically 100%, in the 
existence of a personal God, Who 
ruled the universe, and Who had

Therefore if the Am- 
erican, British and French na- 
tions were some years back quite 
truly Christian, and are now be- 
coming fast agnostic; if they once 
believed that the Commandments 
of God were to be accepted by 
governments as well as subjects 
as the standards by which the 
national and individual lives were 
to be governed, but now never 
raise an official voice against the 
greatest moral evils, isn’t it log- 
ical to conclude that Divine Provi- 
dence would permit them to. be 
subdued in war even by His own 
enemy? 

Let Christian people every- 
where demand that political of. 
ficialdom get down on its knees 
and call upon the citizenry to 
join it in prayer that Heaven may 
point the way to a peaceable set- 
tlement of present world prob- 
lems. Then order that these 
prayers might be heard, Presi- 
dents and Prime Ministers of all 
nations who do not want war 
should call on the people to re- 


pent of their sins and promise 
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creatures. They knew what God's. 


amendment. It is only on such 
terms that God has promised to 
“turn favorably to those who in- 
voke His aid.” 

Four times during our own Civ- 
il War President Lincoln called 
on the nation not only to pray, but 
to repent and to fast as a means 
of showing their repentance to be 
sincere, lest the cause of the Un- 
ion fail. 

The candidates for high polit- 
ical office in our nation are now 
declaring their policy, what they 
propose to do to bring about peace 
without war, but are any of them 
telling you that they are praying 
hard, and that they are calling on 
you to pray with them? If any les- 
son should have been learned dur- 
ing the past twenty years it is 
that human wisdom has been pow- 
erless to bring the world out of 
its difficulties. Bankers and econ- 
omists and educators and phychol- 
ogists and politicians and world 
statesmen have met repeatedly, 
and not only with no good results, 
but with bad results, because they 
did not deign to even open their 
conferences with prayer. They ap- 
peased the archenemy of God not 
only in matters relating to ter- 
ritory and unfair economic de- 
mands, but in matters religious, 
spiritual and moral—even by ask- 
ing God to stay outside during 
their conferences. This throwing 
God aside must cease, and you 
and others must see that it will 
cease by telling those whom you 
will vote for that you want them 
to seek divine counsel in dealing 
with the problems which will be 
placed before them.

(September of this year) there 
are 2,200,000 children in 8,100 
parochial schools taught by more 
than 60,000 instructors.

It means that you could put every 
school child now attending public 
schools in the big States of New 


Illinois and Michigan. 


Writing in America Francis M. 
Crowley points out that Catholics 
built high schools between the 
years 1928 and 1948 costing, with 
their equipment, $300,000,000.00. 
They are staffed by more than 10,- 
000 teachers. 


Then it is estimated that it 
would cost $121,000,000,00° annu- 
ally to maintain the Catholic ele- 
mentary schools alone. 


You are probably aware that 
Catholics are not exempted from 
paying the public school tax and 
that, therefore, the erection of 
nearly 10,000 Catholic grade and 
high schools by the Catholic peo- 
es alone, without any outside 
elp, has been a tremendous bur- 
den, which they bear cheerfully, 
not because of any special opposi- 
tion to the public schools, but be- 
cause they prize “réligion in edu- 
cation” to that extent. 
It is absurd to charge Catholics 
with being in opposition to the 
public schools as such. They know 
well that a public school system of 
education is necessary in a coun- 
try such as ours, where half the 
people belong to no religion, and

Clearing A Misapprehension 


HERE is a letter at hand from Robert B. Buford, Jr., of Eufaula, 
Okla., which raises a couple of points that had never before 
occurred to me, and, perhaps, not to many of you, either. But because 
there be others holding the same views, it might be just as well to 
print the letter and then discuss it out in the open. 

“As a regular reader of your column in Our Sunday Visitor and a 
members of the Catholic Church,” begins Mr. Buford’s letter, “I want 
to take this opportunity to air two pet grievances which I have con- 
cerning Frank Leahy and the scheduling policy of the Notre Dame 
athletic board on football games. ‘ 

“I think Mr. Leahy made a serious mistake in accepting for 
the second straight year the head coaching task of the College 
All-Star gridders for such a move on his part couldn’t have been 
looked on with favor by a majority of the non-Catholic followers 
of football throughout the country. Even if the All-Stars had 
emerged victorious over the Chicago Cardinals, I still believe Mr. 
Leahy showed a bad example in accepting the coaching invitation 
for it appeared that he was seeking to gain more glory for him- 
self or felt that he was the only college coach in the U. S. who 
was capable of leading the All-Stars to victory. I can’t help but 
believe that thousands of Catholics as well as non-Catholic foot- 
ball followers would view the situation in a similar light. 

“The cause of good Catholic sportsmanship was dealt another 
serious blow when 14 Notre Dame gridders were named to participate 
in the Al!-Star classic, a far greater number than the group selected 
to represent other universities and colleges. In my estimation the 
presence of such a large number of Irish gridders In proportion to 
other schools was a grave injustice which undoubtedly created bitter- 
ness and resentment among many non-Catholics toward Catholic ath- 
letic teams. 

“Before I go any farther I want to assure you that I have been a 
life-long Catholic and that the sentiments I have expressed arise 
from the fact that I fear Catholicism has been hurt as a result of the 
two bad cxamples shown by Mr. Leahy and the selection of such a 
large number of. his former pupils to participate in the All-Star en- 
counter, 

“Now. to the scheduling policy of the University of Notre Dame 
regarding grid tilts. The 1948 schedule is a disappointment to me in 
view of the fact that three schools with mediocre records over the 
past 10 vears were added to the slate—Michigan State, Indiana and 
Washington. It appears that Notre Dame nas only two worthy op 
ponents cn its schedule—Purdue and Northwestern—and should the 
Irish go through undefeated, it is highly probable that they would not 
be awarded the national title because of the relatively easy schedule 
which they face. 

“There would have been justification for booking the three medio- 
cre teams mentioned above had it appeared likely that at least five 
of the opponents would have strong teams for the next several years, 
but since this is highly improbable then I believe a serious mistake 
was made in not adding three strong teams to the schedule, such as 
Texas, Michigan and Pennsylvania, or possibly teams such as Tennes- 
see. Rice, SMU, Georgia, Minnesota and Penn State. 

“T regret this letter is rather lengthy, but I felt the need for it to 
express my thoughts on subjects in which I have a deep interest.” 

First, I believe Mr. Buford is laboring under a misapprehension 
about how coaches and players are selected for the All-Star game. 
Certainly. not because they are Catholics or non-Catholics, but be- 
cause of their ability to coach or play football. Arch Ward, sports 
editor of the Chicago Tribune, sponsor of the annual game, makes the 
selections. Each year he tries to employ the coach of the outstanding 
college team of the year before. On almost any count, it was Leahy 
for both the 1947 and 1948 All-Star games. However, since Leahy 
held the job in 1947, Ward first approached Fritz Crisler, coach of 
the unbeaten Michigan team which had won the Western Conference 
and Rose Bowl championships. However, Crisler had given up coach- 
ing by then, and declined: Then Ward offered the job to Leahy, who 
didn’t went it, and told Ward—a Notre Dame alumnus—so, but when 
Ward said he believed no other coach was “big enough” .to handle 
such a squad, Leahy finally accepted against his better judgment. 
You know the rest. 


No ‘Causes’ Involved 


I have never before heard the religious angle brought up in con- 
nection with the All-Star game, and believe it would be just as sensible 
to say that the Protestant -‘cause” was harmed after a Protestant 
coach lost that game—as several have done—as to say the same about 
the Catholic “cause.” On the other hand, if the Church’s prestige 
“suffered’’ because a Catholic coach was the loser on’ one side, 
was just so much prestige gained because the winning coach and a 
large number of his players were Catholics, as in the case of the 
victorious Chicago Cardinals? I know Jimmy Conzelman, Cardinal 
coach, very well, but for the life of me I can’t tell you whether or not 
he’s a Catholic. I do know, however, that several years ago he de- 
livered the commencement address at the University of Dayton, which 
awarded him an honorary degree usually reserved for Catholics, by 
Catholic schools, that is. | 

Now, about the 14 players from Notre Dame on the All-Star 
squad. Only those players who have been graduated, or who 
have finished their eligibility, are invited to play in the All-Star 
game. Because many players’ college careers had been interrupted 
by the war, Notre Dame happened to have had the unprecedented 
number of 14 players available for that game (Michigan had. 
10.) For instance, Johnny Lujack, normally, would have been grad- 
uated in 1946; Pete Ashbaugh, Ziggy Czarobski and Bob Living- 
stone in 1945; Floyd Simmons in 1947, and others in 1945-46-47, 
too, with only Bill Gompers one of the Tew normal 1948 graduates 
available. In other words, at the most, there would have been only 
two or three Notre Dame players on the 1948 All-Stars had not the 
war interrupted the college careers of the others. 

If Mr. Buford really believes the cause of the Church was “dealt 
a blow” by the loss of that game, the situation is much worse than 
he thinks because many of the other players on the All-Star squad 
were Catholics, too, including several of the Michigan players. 

With all due respect to Mr. Buford, I believe he is making a 
mountain out of a molehill in this instance. I don’t believe many 
others saw any religious angle to the All-Star game at all; certainly, 
I have heard none expressed from any other quarters. I hope it is 
clear to Mr. Buford, however, that Coach Leahy had nothing to do with 


the participation of 14 of his own Notre Dame players.in that game.

the “conquests of time and space,”

said, mankind needs 
the “protective 


and balancing force of religion.” 
It is no wonder, he said, consid- 


ering the world’s absorption in 


science, that: 


“ , . the eye, especially of 
youth, is blinded by its fascina- 
tion and runs the danger of los- 
ing the vision and sense of what is 
spiritual, supersensible and_ in- 
terior, of what is religious, su- 
pernatural and eternal.” 


The Pontiff compared science 
with fire, saying that both can 
be great benefits to men, but can 
cause frightful devastation if un- 
controlled. He denounced totalitar- 
ianism in these words: 


“A gift of God by its nature, 
(technical science) becomes today 
in the hands of violent men and of 
parties dominated by the brutal- 
ity of force and of the omnipo- 
tent and oppressive state, a ter- 
rible instrument of injustice, en- 
slavement and cruelty; becomes 
in modern war the intolerable sor- 
row and tribulation of the people.” 


Because the Church places the 
eternal above the temporal, the 
Holy Father said, therefore it is 
“an inexhaustible font for pros- 
perity and well-being even in the 
sphere of earthly life.” 


He called upon Catholics to el- 
iminate mankind’s social miseries 
through justice and love. 


Against despair he flung the as- 
surance that men have the moral 
force to wipe out exploitation and 
give everybody a decent living, 
each in his own profession and ac- 
cording to his own abilities. 


Religious controversies, he re- 
minded, no longer center about one 
or the other truth of faith, but: 


“Today, the fundamental basis 
of religion is attacked and denied 
——the Church, Christ the God 
Man, and God Himself.” 


This, he said, is all the more 
absurd at a time when the amaz- 
ing progress of science speaks: 

“With a powerful and irresistible 
voice of a Creator completely dis- 
tinct from the world and immut- 
able by His intimate nature.”

The deep responsibility of meet- 
ing situations arising from con- 
duct and reactions of problem 
children rests on the parents, par- 
ticularly on mothers.

At Konnersreuth 


As promised in the last installment of the Bishop’s biog- 
raphy, we are herewith presenting the story of his visit to 
Konnersreuth, his lengthy private interview with Theresa 
Neumann, and the unusual privilege he enjoyed of being 
the only one among 400 present on the first Friday of Aug- 
mst, 1930, to sit in her room for hours and observe her while 
he followed the passion of Christ in the thirty-five ecstasies. 


The two Passionist Fathers to whom we referred as 
having charge of Maria Schutz located in the mountains 
bout forty miles distant from Vienna, while working in the 
Munich Archdiocese lived with the Auxiliary Bishop to Car- 
jinal Faulhaber.. When this Bishop, later, was appointed to 
the See of Regensburg, in whose diocese Konnersreuth is 
situated, these Passionist Fathers were well remembered by 

im, and it was they who wrote to the Bishop to ask that he 
xtend whatever privilege was in his power to grant to the 
Bishop of Fort Wayne. 

Bishop Noll arrived at Konnersreuth about noon on the 
first Thursday in August, and spent the whole afternoon 
with Father Naber, who had been the pastor of the village 
for years, and who was the guide and confessor of Theresa 
from her early childhood. 

At the pastor’s residence, he met Dr. Fritz Gerlich, edi- 
tor of a Munich daily paper, who had long been interested in 
mysticism and, on that score, obtained the permission of the 
Bishop of Regensburg to observe Theresa Neumann, week 
after week. All told,. Mr. Gerlich told the Bishop he had 
spent eight months in Theresa’s presence, and from what he 
isaw with his own eyes wrote his observations in two large 
volumes. 


At that time Mr. Gerlich wa’ not a Catholic, but was | 


Nater received into the Church, when Theresa Neumann wit- 
nessed his baptism. He was so pronouncedly anti-Nazi that 
he figured in the round-up of Hitler’s enemies, and with 
more than eighty others was shot in what was known as the 
“Munich Putsch.” 

| The Bishop of Regensburg provided that Bishop Noll 
have a private interview with Theresa Neumann on Thurs- 
day night. This lasted one hour and twenty minutes. The 
Bishop had expected to find her in bed, but she actually met 
him at the door of her room—a large room on the second 
floor, which was erected especially for her because of the

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her sufferings from midnight on Thursday ‘until ‘past noon 


on Friday, but she is not aware of this fact,’ She thinks that 


she is first in the Garden of Gethsemane’ with Christ, and 
later with the crowd which follows Him to trial and then 
along the way of the cross. Each succeeding experience of 
this kind is new to. her. During the time of her ecstasies and 
suffering she does not know that she has ever gone through 
them before. In fact the very idea of Christ going through 
His Passion is new to her; after witnessing one stage of His 
sufferings she does not know what is to follow. She is not 
even able to call the characters close to Christ, such as Peter 
and John and Magdalen, by name. When she sees Judas kiss 
Christ in the Garden she smiles, and not knowing him speaks 
of him as being “a friend of Christ,” because of this seem- 
ingly friendly act. It is only later that she discovers that 
this kiss was a traitor’s kiss. | 
Complete exhaustion follows the Friday experience of 
Theresa Neumann, because she suffers intensely. She also 
loses several pounds in weight and considerable blood, but a 
day later she is up and around, attends the Mass in church 
on Sunday, and by Monday or Tuesday her normal weight 
is back, although she will not have tasted any food or drink. 
The Bishop was present when the pastor brought her 
Holy Communion at six o’clock on Friday morning. As soon 
as the priest entered the room with the ciborium, she came 
out of her ecstasy and beckoned with her hands to Jesus to 
come to her. At the moment of receiving the host spontan- 
eously leaves the priests’ fingers and enters her stomach 
without touching her tongue. On other days she receives 


only a small portion of the host because of her difficulty in 
swallowing. You probably have been informed that she has 
not tasted any solid food since the year 1925, and no liquid—

not even water—since Christmas, 1926, or twenty-two years 
ago. 
When the Bishop saw her receive Holy Communion he 
could not help note the great transformation which took

ceiving her eyes and cheeks were filled with blood, which 


came from the crown of her head. She was pale and utterly 


unconscious of her surroundings.

We have, in 
spite of the stupendous happenings 
of the last 100 years and the con- 

ces of the apostasy, come 
full circle.” 


In torrential rain another 1,200 
Welsh Catholics gathered at Llan- 


elly, a few miles away in Carmar- 
thenshire, to celebrate the 50th 
anniversary of the establishment 


of the present diocese of Menevia. 
The Right Rev. Msgr. John E. 
Petit, the Bishop, told them that 
the diocese’s Catholic population 
had doubled in the past 25 years.
